COONTY HAS 
PLAN TO SAVE 
OLD BRIDGE 


The Adams County commission­ 
ers today revealed their hope of 
preserving 
the 
Beiges covered 
bridge between Huntington and 
Tyrone Twps. 
over 
Bermudian 
Creek — if the state will grant 
permission for the county to use 
liquid fuel funds for 1,200 feet 
of road. 
At this morning’s meeting in 
the courthodse, the commissioners 
prepared a letter to the state 
asking permission to use liquid 
fuel funds for road building and 
explained the reason for the re­ 
quest. 
Last Friday afternoon, the com­ 
missioners 
met 
with 
Harold 
Grove, Frank Sowers and Stanley 
Bupp. the supervisor* of Hunting­ 
ton Twp.; Henry Semke. the sec­ 
retary of the hoard, and John 
M ansberger and Harold Grove, 
the property owners affected, at 
the site of the Beiges covered 
bridge near M ansberger’s home. 


IN FAIR SHAPE 
The bridge is located two miles 
northwest of Route 15 of the Rock 
Chapel Rd. 
At present a road comes up 
along the Huntington or north 
side of Bermudian Creek, then 
crosses the creek at Heiges Bridge 
and continues on the Tyrone side 
along the M ansberger property 
to join another road. 
School buses cannot use the cov­ 
ered wooden bridge and while the 
bridge was described as in fair 
shape for a wooden bridge it has 
a three-ton limit. 


COUNTY'S PROPOSAL 
The proposal being discussed is 
that 
the county 
provide funds 
to continue the road from where 
it turns into the bridge on the 
Huntington 
Twp. 
side, 
along 
Grove’s and M ansberger’* prop­ 
erty, for 1.200 feet along the north 
side of the creek, to connect with 
a 
new concrete bridge put in 
about a year ago. 
The old covered wooden bridge 
then would be turned over to the 
historical society for preservation 
and the new road would be turned 
over to the township supervisors 
for maintenance 
The commissioners claim it can 
be done for about what a new 
bridge would cost, and hope the 
state sees it in the same light, 
and permits use of the liquid 
Cue! funds which can be spent 
for bridges without question.

The original cancer survey ob­ 
tained a great deal of information 
concerning 
the

If deaths have oc­ 
curred, the nam es of the hospital 
where the death occurred or at­ 
tending physician is secured by 
those making the survey and the 
national cancer society then fol­ 
lows through to learn facts about 
the death.

search, designed for 24 hours of 
flight, was accomplished in full,”

Barry 
Coldwater, are enough to fasci­

There’s the picture of the two 
men feeding the public their 
endless diet of slogans: Johnson 
preaching “unity” and “morali­ 
ty ” 
and 
Coldwater 
intoning 
about “ freedom ” and “ morali­

NO SURPRISES 


While 
any 
serious 
debate 
about these abstractions is al­ 
most totally lacking, the crowds 
which turn out for both men 
cheer and applaud although ifs 
unclear whether they’re approv­ 
ing the men. their ideas or what 
they represent. 
There have been no surprises 
in 
the 
campaign. 
The 
basic 
difference in the philosophy of 
‘the candidates on the of govern­ 
ment they say is needed was 
long known and clearly estab­ 
lished 
before 
the 
campaign 
began. 
In this growing society, which 
both men are looking at, John­ 
son thinks government needs to 
be big to meet its responsibili­ 
ties while Coldwater wants it 
smaller, with its responsibilities 
far 
more 
limited 
and 
some 
eliminated. 


AVOIDS CONFERENCES 


T here’s a difference even in 
the way they get their ideas out. 
If there had been no news 
conferences. Johnson 
probably 
would have thought them up. He 


uses them indoors and outdoors, 
particularly outdoors in a new 
twist, 
leading 
newsmen 
and 
beagles in a fast walk while an­ 
swering questions. 
Coldwater, who in the past 
sometime talked toe fas* when 
he talked off the cuff, relies now 
mostly on written speeches and 
avoids 
news 
conferences. 
He 
hasn’t had one since August. 
Last week when he addressed 
editors here he refused to an­ 
swer their questions, saying it 
wouldn't be fair since he didn't 
let their reporters ask him ques­ 
tions. 
D IFFER EN T TACTICS 


The two men disagree just as 
much en how to handle foreign 
policy as they do on the prob­ 
lems at home. 
And there’s a difference in 
their campaign tactics:

paigning since August. Actually, 
counting the prim aries earlier 
in 1964, he’s been campaigning 
all year. Johnson made a num ­

trips that served his political 
purposes. 


FOLLOWS FOR STRATEGY 


Nevertheless, he didn't hit the 
road 
all-out 
until 
recently, 
a 
delay which may be largely due 
to his respect for the political 
sagacity of President Franklin 
D. Roosevelt. 
He rem em bers that in the 1940 
campaign, Roosevelt didn’t go 
on the road until about three 
weeks before the election 
For 
whatever his reason. Johnson 
started a little sooner, but not 
much sooner. 
Johnson, in the tradition of 
the handshaking American poli­ 
tician. likes to mingle with the 
crowds. It seems to enliven him.
